ment would take to speed the de- 
mocratization of the empire. 


Foreign Minister Shigeru Yoshi- 
da was the strongest favorite to as- 
sume the premiership since he has 
been conferring with American of- 
ficials, Prince Fumimaru Konoye 
and Tatsuo Kawaii, president of 
the board of information and vice 
foreign minister. 

Yoshida, at his official residence 
near the U. S. embassy, declined 
to supply any information except 
the statement: “There are no de- 
velopments.” 


Larry Tighe, American Broad- 
casting Company correspendent, 
said from Tokyo that he had been 
reliably informed Yoshida had ac- 
cepted the post. He said the offi- 
cia] announcement was expected 
soon.

60 grains and reported to be the 
largest in the world, is back in 
safe hands after another series of 
Arabian nights adventures, the 
French Board of Foreign Missions 
announced today. 

The society revealed recovery of 
the “Pearl of Asia” when it an- 
nounced it was willing to sell it 
for $500,000. The society said the 
pearl turned up the other day in 
the drainpipe of a toilet in a cheap 
Marseilles rooming house, but did 
not reveal how it gat there. 

When the pearl was first dis- 
covered it was taken to China 
where it ended up in the mausole- 
um of Emperor Chien Lun. Dur- 
ing the Boxer Rebellion the tomb 
was rifled and the gem disap- 
peared until a mandarin sold it to 
a French missionary who later 


The pearl remained in France 
until the German invasion and a 
remarkable pair—Mr. and Mrs. 
Yvon Colette—who describe them- 
selves as “patriotic thieves,”— 
added a new chapter to the pearl’ s 
history. 

In April, 1944, four “SS men” 
burst into a room where French 
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The 
“SS men” were believed to be 
Colette and three accomplices who 
were members of the resistance 
movement but who risked death 
by posing as Germans to gain the 
pearl. 

Mrs. Colette told police that her 
husband took it to keep it from 
flling int othe hands of Marshal 
Hermann Goering who coveted it. 
Colette, who will be tried for the 
theft next month, said he wanted 
to present it personally to Gen. 
DeGaulle. 


Reports said Colette tried to sell 


the pearl after the Allied landings 
but was unable to find a market 
| and his wife hid it in an oak tree. 

Just how the pearl found its way 
from the oak tree to the drain- 
pipe is not known but may come 
out at Colette’s trial. 

Colette meanwhile is plastering 
Marseilles with posters warning 
against a new fifth column in 
France.

HIS FIRM MADE ‘TOO MUCH MONEY’ 


A senate subcommittee today 
heard a millionaire manufacturer 
testify that a minimum wage of 65 
cents an hour should be estab- 
lished by law even though it is a 
mere pittance and anyone who 
pays so low is un-American, 

Patrick W. McDonough, one-time 
boilermaker’s apprentice who now 
owns’ the McDonough Steel Com- 
pany, of Oakland, Cal., indorsed 
wholeheartedly legislation .which 
would increase basic wages from 
40 to 65 cents an hour and event- 
ually boost them to 75 cents an 
hour. 

“These minimums will reach 
down to the unfortunate people 
who, for a great many reasons, 
are not in a position to help them- 
selves,” he said. 

“They are the people who fur- 
nish a great number of our suc- 
cessful men. They are the people 
who, in time of war, furnish not 
one soldier per family to make 
the supreme sacrifice, but four 
and five or even more.”

He outlined in detail the dispute 
between the United States and 
Great Britain on one side and 
Soviet Russia on the other over 
the question of peace-making by 
the Big Three or by the Big Five. 

“The United States is willing to 
dictate terms of peace to an enemy 
but is not willing to dictate terms 
of peace to its allies,” he said in 
defense of the American position 
which would have allowed France 
and China to participate in the 
discussion of peace treaties for 
countries in the Balkans and east- 

ern Europe. 
RUSSIA DEMANDS CHANGE 

Russia insisted near the end of 
the conference that the procedure 
which had been followed be 
changed, and that France and 
. China be excluded from discussion 
of treaties involving eastern Euro- 
pean countries. 

“The matter that caused the sus- 
pension of our work is no trivial 
or technical question,” Byrnes 
said. “It presented an issue that 
had to be met. It is whether the 
peace shall be made by three or 
even five nations to the exclusion 
of other nations vitally concerned 
in the maintenance and enforce- 
ment of the peace which is being 
pre ” 

He said the issue goes even 
deeper because the council of for- 
eign ministers acts under the 
unanimity rule like the security 
council of the United Nations. In 
the latter, he said, no nation has 
veto power in procedural matters 
while in the ministers’ council one 
nation can veto all action. 

WILLING TO CONCEDE 

“The veto power is a great pow- 
er and should not be lightly exer- 
cised,” he said. “We are willing 
to make many concessions but the 
United States does not believe in 
agreement at any price.” 

Byrnes said that lasting peace 
cannot be secured by procedural 
maneuverings which obscure the 
real issues. He added, however, 
that he was undeterred by the 
tempory setbacks and that “we 
must not relax in our efforts to 
achieve a just and lasting peace 
for ourselves and all nations.” 

In the first part of his speech 
~—his first major address since be- 
coming secretary three months 
ago—Byrnes said “very good prog- 
ress” was made on directives to 
gov the work of the ministers’ 
deputies on the Italian treaty. 

On the Balkan and “Finnish 
treaties, he said, “substantial 

rogress” was made. 

TS AGREEMENTS 

He listed the following general 
agreements with respect to the 
Italian treaty. 

1. “Ready acceptance” of the 
‘American proposal that Italy 
should maintain a bill of rights 
to assure the freedoms of speech 
religious worship, political belief 
and public meeting. | 

2. “Some difference” at the start 
about limitation of Italian arma- 
ments. But the American views, 
which he said gained general ac- 
ceptance in the end, was that Italy 
* should rely on the United Nations 
for protection against aggression 
and use her resources to restore 
civilian economy instead of -to 
compete in armaments. 

3. No final settlement on the 

Yugoslay-Italian boundary, . but 
agreement that the line should be 
along ethnic lines and that re- 
gardless of its sovereignty there 
will be a free port at Trieste 
under international control. 
_ 4, General agreement that the 
Dodecanese islands should go to 
Greece. The assent of one mem- 
ber, unnamed, was qualified pend- 
- ing further study. 

5. General agreement that Ital- 
fan colonies should come under 
the trusteeship provisions of the 
United Nations charter but no fi- 
mal agreement on the preferred 
form of trusteeship. The American 
delegation proposed that the ad- 
ministration be international. 

6. Agreement that Italian sov- 
ereignty be restored on conclusion 
of the treaty so that foreign troops 
can be withdrawn. 

7. No definite understanding on 
reparations, but the VU. S. took 
the position that Italy cannot pay 
anything like $600,000,000.

Thousand Planes 
Form ‘Umbrella’ 
For Adm. Nimitz 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—(/)— 
Adm. Nimitz came home today to 
one of the fanciest welcomes in the 
history of parade-conscious Wash- 
ington. 

One thousand Navy planes 
droned overhead. That’s the most 


planes ever seen—and heard—|. 


over an American city. And 
Nimitz rolled down historic Penn- 
Sylvania avenue to the cheers of a 
crowd that stood dozens deep. 

Col. Edward J. Kelly, superin- 
tendent of police, estimated that 
1,000,000 persons were out to look 
at the commander of the Pacific 
Fleet. That would beat the num- 
ber who saw the Army’s two 
shows—for Gens. Eisenhower and | 
Wainwright. 

Nimitz, saluting and waving 
with an arm that had almost a 
full yard of braid, headed a pa- 
rade that included every branch 
of the service. The exhibits in- 
cluded a landing craft, towed by a 
tractor, and 100 sentry dogs, cour- 
tesy of the Coast Guard. 

Highlight of the parade: A 
squadron of planes which spelled 
out: “N IMI T Z.” 

Nimitz’s first stop was at the 
capitol, where he reminded a joint 
session of congress that although 
Japan took a terrific whipping it 
ended the war with more planes 
and a bigger Army than it had at

anyone else. 


Pearl Harbor. 


Her written confessions were 
read to a British military court 
trying her and 44 other Nazi men 
and women concentration camp of- 
ficials. As they were read, she 
bowed her head in the prisoners 
dock and bit her lips. 


ADMITS MURDERS 

Her confessions were made over 
a period of a ‘month. They admit- 
ted slaughters in the gas chamber 
at Oswiecim concentration camp 
and said the SS there and at Bel- 
sen camp committed murder many 
times. 

In one confession, read by Prose- 
cutor Col. T. M. Backhouse over 
the protests of defense attorneys, 
she admitted having whipped 
starving prisoners. 

When she went home for a holi- 
fay and told her father about her 
duties, “he gave me a beating and 
told me never to come home 
again,” the confession said. 


“I know from the prisoners that 
there were gas chambers at Os- 
wiecim and: that prisoners were 
gassed there,” she said in another 
affidavit. “I knew what was hap- 
pening and have hidden mothers 
and children during selections (for 
the execution chambers).in order 
that they might not be chosen. 

“I was once denounced by Jews 
who were used as spies at Oswie- 
cim and given special privileges. 
I was put under arrest in my room 
for two days. I never took part 
in choosing people, but only in 
the parade for roll call to see that 
no one escaped.” 

Some of her adfhissions were 
conflicting, as she made later affi- 
davits to “correct” earlier ones. 
In one she said she had beaten 
no one and that “conditions at 
concentration camps were bad for 
everyone including the SS. 

“(Heinrich) Himmler was re- 
sponsible for all that happened, 
but I suppose I had as much guilt 
as the others above me,” she said 
in another. 

One affidavit said she had 
‘thought over” her previous story 
about not beating prisoners and 
“I now wish to confess I’ve done 
so and wish to tell the truth.” She 
said she struck prisoners in the 


face with her fists and beat others 


with whips in camp workshops. 

Although she habitually carried 
a pistol and a whip, she denied 
shooting anyone “though 1 guess 
everyone in the SS is as guilty as 
The crimes to which 
I refer were gassing persons at 
Oswiecim and killing ‘thousands 
by starvation and untended dis- 
ease at Belsen. I consider the 
crime to be murder.” 

She claimed she had seen the 
gas chamber from a distance but 
there “no doubt were many 
gassed. I confess to ill-treatment 
of prisoners because it has been 
on my conscience.” 

Another defendant, Helena Kop- 
per, accused her of being respon- 
sible for 30 deaths per day. The 
SS woman looked over at her 
brother and sister sitting in the 
courtroom and then dropped her 
eyes. 

The prosecution read dozens of 
affidavits made by other wit- 
nesses, one of which accused some 
of the 45 defendants of poking 
women with long pdles as they 
drowned in a water-filled ditch 
and laughing at them as they wen‘ 
under.

Any attempt to fix blame on 
Russia for disagreement at the 
London meeting is “an attempt 
to unload the guilt from a sick 
head to a healthy one,” the news- 
paper said. 

The “real reason” for the 
breakdown was the “different con- 
ception” of the Potsdam agree- 
ment held by Russia and the 
United States and _ Britain, Iz- 
vestia asserted. 

The newspaper charged that 
when Byrnes and Bevin “insisted 
on France’s participation in the 
drawing up of peace treaties with 
Romania, Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Finland, they thereby sought to 
break the Berlin (Potsdam) 
agreement.” 

Byrnes said that the Potsdam 
agreement was understood by 
President Truman and Prime Min- 
ister Attlee to permit France and 
China to discuss the treaties, but 
not to vote on them. 

Declaring that “the seriousness 
of what happened in London can- 
not be underestimated,” Izvestia 
added: 

“lf the American and British 
governments will in the future in- 
sist upon their position, which in 
no way can be brought into ac- 
cord with loyalty to the already 
concluded tripartite agreements, 
then this will shake the very basis 
of collaboration among the three 
powers.” 

Izvestia said that the Soviet 
delegation to the council proposed 
that the meeting be extended for 
one more day to “make yet an- 
other effort to find a wise com- 
promise,” but that Byrnes “for 
some reason, categorically fre- 
fused.” 

Referring to a statement by 
Byrnes on Oct. 3, the day after 
adjournment, Izvestia said the 
U, S, secretary “made another at- 
tempt to explain what happened, 
as if the reason was that the So- 
viet delegation did not want to 
discuss the question of future in- 
ternational conferences on peace 
treaties until] there was an inter- 
mediate report on the question in 
Moscow.” 

“This explanation is not in ac- 
cordance with reality,” it said. 

Izvestia declared that the Soviet 
proposal was to continue the work 
of the council “and to discuss all 
kinds of questions on which ac- 
cord had not been reached.” _ “: 


Argentina Votes 
To Postpone 
Brazil Meeting 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—()— 
Argentina surprised the 20 other 
American republics today in vot- 
ing to postpone the Inter-Amer- 
ican Conference scheduled to start 
Oct. 20 in Brazil. 

The Pan American Union, 55- 
year-old international organiza- 
tion of the 21 republics, voted 
unanimously to call off the Brazil 
meeting in a 30-minute session. 

Postponement of the conference, 
summoned to draft a hemisphere 
defense treaty, was a foregone 
conclusion. 

The affirmative vote of Luis 
Luti, Argentine representative on 
the Union’s board of governors, 
was not generally expected, how- 
ever. 

The United States had request- 
ed the postponement Wednesday, 
Saying. this government would not 
sit down at a conference table 
to draft what amounts to a mili- 
tary alliance with the present 
army-dominated government of 
Argentina.

Due New School 
Board--Davis 


Judge James C. Davis, of the 
DeKalb superior court, yesterday 
told the grand jury that DeKalb 
county should be given a new 
board of education, under his in- 
terpretation of the new Georgia 
constitution. 

“It is the duty of the present 
grand jury,” Davis said, “to name 
a new board of education. The 
grand jury has the authority to 
name a board of education if it so 
desires. And further, if there -is 
any conflict between the old laws 
relating to the method by which 
the board is appointed, then it is 
my opinion that the new consti- 
tution will take precedent over 
a mere legislative act which con- 
flicts with the constitution.” 

Judge Davis continued by ex- 
pressing the opinion that the same 
procedure should be applied to 
boards of education throughout 
the state. 

He said that new board. mem- 
bers, according to section 5 of the 
Constitution, should be appoint- 
ed for five-year terms. However, 
at the outset, members must be 
named to serve one, two, three, 
four and five years so as to in- 
augurate a system of staggering 
the appointments.

Looms on 
Cotton Output §:: 


BLYTHEVILLE, Ark., Oct. 5.— 
(4)—Secretary of Agriculture An- 
derson told growers today that it 
may be necessary to re-establish 
production and marketing controls 
on cotton if output during the 
next two years is stepped up to 
create new, burdensome surpluses. 

In a prepared address, he ex- 
pressed concern lest ‘‘misappre- 
hension” about government price 
support commitments lead farmers 
to increase production beyond 
market outlets. 

“I’m afraid,” the secretary said, 
“that some people may be under 
the misapprehension that produc- 
ers are guaranteed loans at 92.5 
per cent of parity for two years 
after the war, regardless of the 
amount of produce. That is not 
true.” 

Anderson said that cotton loans 
at this rate would be available in 
the event of excessive supplies, 
only if growers approved rigid 
marketing controls, 

Anderson only gave an explana- 
tion of postwar price support pro-

WHERE WAS GEORGE? 


Eddie, Ex-Rex, Home To See Mater: 
‘Girls’ Swarm Car--Wallie Absent 


BY JOAN TWELFTREE 
LONDON, Oct. 5—(UP)—The 
Duke of Windsor came home with- 
out his American divorcee wife to- 
day and battled through a mob of 
frenzied women to reach his 
mother, Queen Mary. 


The demonstration of the ador-| 


ing women staged outside. the 
Queen’s Marlborough palace when 
the smiling ex-king and emperor 
drove up from Hendon airport 
where he had arrived in a trans- 
port plane from Paris. 


The excited spectators, number- 
inb about 1,000, mostly middle- 
aged women who had been waiting 
for hours, knocked police to one 
side and scrambled over each other 
to surround the limousine, shouting 
“Good old Edward!” and “Long 
live the Duke of Windsor!” One 
woman jumped on the running 
board and thrust her head through 
the open window, shouting: “You 
must come back, Eddie.” 

Edward got out and ran into the 
palace for a reunion with his 
mother—a private affair. The 
queen mother had not seen her 
eldest son since December, 1936, 
when he abdicated the British 
throne so he could marry the 
twice-wed Wallis Warfield Simp- 
son. 

What the queen and her son 
talked about over tea was not dis- 
closed but it was generally believ- 


ed that- the duke hopes to per- 
suade his mother to accept his 
wife whom he left in Paris. He 
already has stated that he would 
like to return to England to live 
and this presumably was a first 


| step. 


His brother, George VI, did not 
send a representative to meet him 


at the airport. But it was con- 
sidered certain that the king 
would see him some time during 
his brief stay, possibly tomorrow. 
The queen mother lunched with 
the king before the duke arrived. 
After her tea visit with Edward, 
she went to Buckingham palace 
to dine with George, leaving Ed- 
ward at Marlborough house.

Ware Countians 
Plan Big Park 
In Okefenokee 


An official document granting to 


a group of Waycross and Ware 
county residents the right to de- 
velop a major tourist attraction in 
a section of the Okefenokee 
swamp was signed at the office of 
Gov. Arnall yesterday, subject to 
federal approval. 

Ware County Rep. Wayne Hin- 
son closed a transaction which 
transfers to the Okefenokee Asso- 
ciation, Inc., the state’s rights to 
what is known as Okefenokee 
State park for a period of 30 years. 

The lease is subject to approval 
of the Soil Conservation Division 
of the Federal Government, which 
several years ago leased it to the 
state of Georgia for a period of 50 
years, 


The document, signed by Gov. 
Arnall and Nelson Shipp, assistant 
commissioner of conservation, 
states that Georgia lacked suffi- 
cient funds at the present to de- 
velop the park to the extent visu- 
ry by the Okefenokee associa- 

on. 


It provides that the association 
be empowered ‘to make expendi- 
tures not exceeding $200,000, and 
that a $50,000 sinking fund be set 
up. After bonds creating the sink- 
ing fund have been retired, all 
profits over and above expenses 
go to the state treasury. 


The Okefenokee Association, 
Inc., Hinson said, is a non-profit 
organization whose sole interest 
is creating’ a tourist attraction out 
of that portion of The great swamp 
known locally as Cowhoufe island. 


Surveys have been made al- 
ready for boat trails through the 
approximately 12,000 acres in the 
tract. An observation tower has 
been byilt, and a highway, now 
graded, will be paved. The island 
is located approximately 12 miles 
from Waycross.

The gove-nment now has ‘no use for 
two pipelines built, at great cos' to the tax- 
payer, during the days when Nazi subs 
made shipments by sea extr:mely haz- 
ardous. 


The two—“The Big Inch” and “The 
Little Inch”—represent an investment of 
142 million dollars. 


Despite the fact that they have been 
declared surplus, no purchaser is in sight. 
The big oil companies already have their 
own lines; the small ones can’t afford the 
initial cost of buying so great a facility. 


Moreover, an ugly rumor has it, com- 


petitive means of transportation are bring- 
ing no little pressure to bear in an effort 
to have the lines scrapped or abandoned. 


This, of course, must never happen. 


Those pipelines proved their worth dur- 
ing the course of the war. They must be 
kept in operation, either by private enter- 
prise or the government, as preparedness 
against another. 


If the government can’t find anyone 
with enough money~tg buy the lines, then 
let them be leased for a nominal fee—or 
operated by the government itself as a 
common carrier. They are a vital adjunct 
of our defense program. 


Green Light for St. Simon's Park 


The last excuse for not constructing a 
state park on St. Simon Island has now 


been removed. : 


Sometime ago, when a great sprawling 
reservation was first envisioned, there was 
objection from nearby residents to the fact 
that the state would have to use its right 
of eminent domain in order to acquire 
sufficient land. 


Later a less grandiose project was 
agreed upon, one which would provide 
ample room for all improvements and yet 
which could be contained on property more 
readily acquired.

ee . heads of most of those who made the French 
Revolution ... and a very good thing it is, too. 

There is no question at all about his guilt, and even French 
courts, which are more disorderly than our own criminal courts, 
don’t seem too funny when they toss Laval out of court and say 
they will go on without him. 

I imagine, too, they are, just as Pierre says, racing against the 
coming elections. A dead Laval will make the government position 
stronger and so they will submit his neck to the French barber. 
But, don’t ever forget that he merits it. Thousands of French men 
and women died in terror and great pain because of Pierre Laval 
and Marshal Henri Philippe Petain. 

Do not ever forget, in thinking of this rare pair of villains, that 
it was not the Germans who killed Frenchmen. It was the police 
force and the Petain-Laval gestapo which did the job. Frenchmen 
who dared oppose the Germans were killed by Frenchmen who 
had joined the Germans. 

It is a cruel thing to say that a man deserves death, but if ever 
a man did it is this same Pierre Laval. 

Always a slippery one, they called him the cat of French poli- 
tics—he always landed on his feet. They laughed and said he was 
so careful to be in a position to jump to either side that he even 
arranged to be born with a name which spelled the same either way. 

He was a Socialist, but went over to “the right.” He was Com- 
munist enough to be retained as mayor of his district, a strong 
Communist district. He veered far to the right and then back to 
center. In politics, too, he could spell his position the same, back- 
wards or forwards, 

All things to all men, he was working with the Germans as 
early as 1930. He greatly admired their methods. 


They said of him, too, that, like the cat, he had.nine political 3 


lives. 

The Last That ninth one now is coming up. The cat jumped 
with the Germans and for once didn’t land on its 

feet. He says so himself. 

He thought Great Britain was beaten, he says, ‘and adds that 

almost everyone in France thought so, too. He was for the armistice 

with the Germans, but, he adds, Petain had more to do with it 

than he. 

Not everyone in France thought the Germans had won. France 
was down. It looked as if Great Britain was done in. But, never- 
theless, there were French men and women who kept on being 
French. They did not embrace the Germans. Patiently, with great 
courage, they kept printing underground newspapers. They main- 
tained some sabotage. They kept on hating the conquerors. Once 
they tried to assassinate Laval. They endured much. 

And Laval’s police and Petain’s police—French, not German— 
kept up a hunt for these persons who would not give up and 
become German. The flickering spirit of France was burning low. 
Laval and Petain sought to stamp it out entirely. 

They were all for setting up a puppet French state which they 
would rule under the hands of the Germans. 

You can talk with those French persons who kept up resistance 
and they will tell you tales which will curl your hair and chill 
your blood—stories of the tyranny and the villainy of the Petain 
and Laval government. 

So, Laval may shriek and beat his chest and shout that he did 
what he did “in the interest of France.” France knows he never 
did anything save in the interest of Laval.

Tomorrow, Sunday, marks the opening of Atlanta’s annual “Fire 
Prevention Week,” for 1945. It will continue through next Saturday. 

Il have sometimes thought a better name for this annual event 
would be Fire Control Week. For, after all, who wants to prevent 
fire? We'd be in pitiful state if we could, and did. For fire, 
properly controlled and used, is essential to life. It is when fire 
gets out of control that it is changed from invaluable servant to 
destroying master. 


|? It is obvious that the purpose of the week is to teach and 


impress all our people in the best methods of controlling fire and 
preventing the start of any blaze under circumstances which 
threaten danger because the flames have gotten out of control. 

Our Atlanta fire department, which has a record of efficiency 
which stands high in the national records, has two functions. It 
is magnificent, spectacular and heroic when fighting to bring under 
control fires which are destroying valuable property. 

It is less spectacular, but perhaps even more valuable, in its 
function as a mentor and a guard against the beginning of un- 
wanted fires. And this year, as always, it is placing stress upon 
the obvious moral that a blaze which can be quickly quenched at 
the start, may be a roaring conflagration within five minutes if 
it is not checked at its inception. 

It is incontrovertible truth that the vital five minutes in any 
fire is the first five minutes. It is equally true that the vital five 
seconds out of those 300 are the first five seconds. : 


5 No fire department, no matter how well 
Not Magicians trained, how efficient and how perfectly 
equipped, can reach the scene of any fire within five seconds. 
Rarely in less than five minutes. Magnificent as they are, our 
firemen are not magicians, nor are they equipped with any magic 
carpet. 

It isesimplest logic, then, to say that the most important part 
of any fight on any fire comes before the fire trucks reach the 
scene. For during those five minutes any individual who keeps 
his wits can, if so simple a thing as a bucket of water or a pail 
of sand 1s handy, quench the potential holocaust. But that in- 
dividual must know what to do and how to do it. 

So, make sure, always, that the essential equipment for such 
an emergency is easily available at your place of business or your 
home. Be sure you know how to use it. Know where your emer- 
gency fire escapes are located in case of need. Know how to tele: 
phone the alarm to the fire department without one second of un- 
necessary delay. And, above all, learn how to keep your wits 
about you should the emergency come. ; 


More important still is the constant task of 
Never to Start keeping your establishment free of fire 
hazards. Inflammables should be protectively inclosed. Waste and 
trash, fodder for many a starting blaze. must never accumulate. 
Fire escapes must be in good condition and in ample supply. 
Keep those invaluable fire extinguishers in handy place and 
know how to use them. 
Above all, co-operate with your fire department. They will 
gladly make periodic inspections of your building, or buildings, 
will make suggestions on how to remove hazards you may never 


have suspected. | 
They are as anxious as you are to keep the fire danger from 


starting. 

Let us, this coming week, put Atlanta and every nook and 
corner of her buildings in such condition that, if fire does start, 
we can truthfully say it came as an “act of God.”

_ WASHINGTON.—The danger in the threaten- 

ing strike situation which has grown up since 
_ the end of the war is that it can blow the price 
lid off our national economy during 1946 and start us on an infla- 
tionary spiral that might be disastrous. 


: Increasing demands are coming from organized workers for a 
rise in wage rates of 15 to 30 per cent above the prevailing levels. 


The underlying issue of the growing strike wave may be stated 
simply. It is whether or not American workers should be paid as 
much for 40 hours of work in peacetime as they were for 52 hours 
in wartime. 

_ With the return of industry to the normal 40-hour work week 
since the end of the war labor is demanding the same take-home 
pay it received for longer hours of employment during the war. 
ae demands represent wage increases of approximately 30 per 
cent. 


Industry is resisting the demands on the basis that a 30 per 
cent wage increase would add $6,000,000,000 to the direct costs of 
manufacture at the expected level of peacetime production, whereas 
it is claimed in behalf of industry that the profit of manufacturers, 
after taxes, will be no more than $5,000,000,000 in a postwar re- 
covery year. 


Hence if the wage demands are met price controls will have to 
be modified to allow industry to charge more for most of the 
products affected by the wage increases. And that, the economists 
say, may be the beginning of a spiral of wage and price increases 
which could work havoc with our reconversion program. 


‘WwW; Here is the way the economists see it: If, 
Economists View because of the proposed wage increases, 
the price of manufactured articles is allowed to rise, then a demand 
will come up from unorganized workers, farmers, unemployed, and 
persons with fixed incomes—all of whom will be squeezed—for- 
government help. 

The resulting pressure would probably force other price in- 
creases, so that there would be danger of the lid being blown off 
wage and price ceilings as they have existed during the past three 
and a half years. 

It is said to constitute a threat of price inflation that we have 
so carefully sought to guard against in the past. 

An added danger in the situation is the fact that individuals in 
the United States have accumulated during the prosperous war 
years savings which are about $100,000,000,000 larger than they 
normally would have been. 

Veterans will also have a borrowing capacity of about $20,000,- 
000,000. A vast amount of mortgage credit is awaiting use in the 
country. Installment credit, reduced to only $1,000,000,000 in recent 
years, is ready for an expansion to $5,000,000,000 and higher in the 
near future. 

Moreover, there are pending negotiations for the issuance of 
foreign dollar loans of about $13,000,000,000 to Russia, Britain and 
other of our Allies for reconstruction and reconversion work. Most 
of this money, if loaned, will be earmarked for spending in this 
country. 

It dvesn’t take much foresight to see what could happen if ail 
of this money started bidding for scarce goods with price controls 
weakened 

It could start an inflationary movement that would wipe out all 
of the vast savings we have accumulated, 


Keystone Right now the strike situation is the keystone of 

the threat. If the wave of increased wage demands 
continues and spreads, that could project us on the road to inflation 
which we have avoided so far. 

It will be difficult for congress and the administration to deal 
with the situation firmly, because congress, having voted to increase 
its own salary by 25 per cent, will be embarrassed to deny labor 
equal treatment. 

The administration has been put in much the same position by 
the act of President Truman in recommending that congressional 
salaries be boosted as high as 50 per cent. 

Any resistance to its demands by government can be met with 
the statement from labor that congress has already set the example 
for wage increases by boosting its own salary 25 per cent. 

Beyond a certain moral persuasion, there isn't a lot that can be 
expected from governmental sources, therefore, in relieving the 
threatening strike situation.
